to from $60,000 to $70,000 per gram 
At the Radium Institute are two 
grams of the substance, one of which 
two procured by the Curies in their 
early work, and one of which was pre 
sented to Madame Curie by the wo- 
men of America when she visited this 
continent several years ago, 

Radium, however, is a long lived 
substance. In spite of the fact that 
il gives off extremely concentrated 
trays of heat and light, it does not 
diminish appreciably in) volume or 
strength, and it is said that one gram 
of radium would lose half its volume 
by radiation in 1700 years.
